The lacerated ear of the faithful Beppo, 
however, is the only indication of the hor- 
rors of war to be observed in the Indian 
Territory. ‘There is plenty of red paint 
in Henryetta, just across the Frisco Rail- 
road-from camp, but this is being applied 
to the new houses that go up daily in the 
little town. Henryetta has a penchant for 
red paint. It is the popular color—just any 
color, so’s it’s red, will go in Henryetta. 
But the Indians have not used a single 
streak of paint. Their faces present an un- 
broken aspect of the aboriginal copper 
tinge that characterizes the noble red man. 

As to feathers, there are plenty of them 
fn Henryetta. This is a good chicken 
country. Flocks of hens and roosters per- 
ambulate the one street in the town, and 
the feathers of the slain float.upon the

The multiplicity of Mr. Jones’ appellations 
is confusing to the stranger, but I am toid 
that most of the Indians hereabouts who 
Seaount to anything have names to juggle 
with. 

Mr. Snake is an interesting study— 
through the fleld glasses of Young-man- 
afraid-of-his-voice.

He wears the favorite hat of 
his tribe, a black coat and vest, a pair 
of gray cotton trousers and moccasins such 
as the average business man wears when 


he walks down Olive street. 

Snake was about 60 years old before his 
capture, but he has aged greatly since be- 
ing put in solitary tent. He was a federal 
soldier during the Civil war.’ Now, behold, 
he is accused of treason.

“Deputy Marshals Grant Johnson and 
Bernie McIntosh, two men noted for their 
bravery and daring in hazardous expedi- 
tions against outlaws, made a bold dash 
upon the encampment of Snakes near Eu- 
faula today and captured Chitto Harjo 
(Cragy Snake). After an exciting and 
thrilling escape from the hostile Creek 
camp they managed to land their prisoner 
at this place, etc.’’ 


Now This Is How 
It Happened. 

How it really happened was told me by 
Grant Johnson himself. Johnsoa !s un- 
doubtedly brave and daring. He is part ne- 
gro and part something else, perhaps Mex!i- 
can, and is of that picturesque appearance 
which Frederic Remington loves to Hmn, 
But he is modest, and he said: 


‘Bernie and I rodé from Muscogee to Har- 
jo’s home near Wetumpka, Sunday after- 
noon.

‘“That’s contraband,”’ said Johnson. “‘Con- 
fiscate it, Bernie, but don’t lose the stopper 
out. We may use it—as evidence.” 
* By this time Crazy Snake was 
awake. 

“Marshal Bennett wants to see you over 
at Henryetta, Bill,’’ said the commander of 
the invading force. ‘‘Saddle your horse 
and come along.”’ 

Seeing that he was the victim of too 
much Johnson, Crazy Snake saddled his 
and was escorted into camp, where 
Young-Man-Afraid-of-His-Voice placed him 
in a tent and a guard of two privates 
and a corporal over him. This ended the 
war. With the sinuous and crafty Snake 
unfanged and caged, the rest of the insur- 
gents lost heart and went back to plowing 
for winter wheat. 


One Man Who

Monday morning Johnson, McIntosh and 
two other deputies made a capture of a 
whole flock of Indian game. Through his 
field glasses Lieut. Dixon espied a party of 
horsemen riding along a mage about one 
mile south of Henrvyetta. ‘he deputies 
mounted and hot-footed for the horsemen, 
who were surprised while pape bere their 
ponies at a creek, and were brought 
camp without the exchange of a shot.

tribes, and be let alone. There are in 
round numbers 12,000 Creeks. Grant John- 
son says that only about 75 of them have 
been riding about the country since the 
late excitement began. These are full- 
bloods who naturally prefer to be Indians 
the rest of their lives, as they have been 
from birth: The rest of the Creeks accept 
the inevitable. They know that they are 
impotent against the United States govern- 
ment, and they bow to the will of the 
Great Father at Washington. They dwell 
in peace among their fellows and the whites 
who have settled upon their land and who 
pay them land rents. They are not looking 
for trouble. 

The report that the Choctaws are rising 
is likewise erroneous. There are among the 
Choctaws, as among the Creeks, certain 
Indians who want to stay Indian. There !s 
an organization known as the Lighthorse, 
2 certain number to each district.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Russell Sage, for 
many years a director of the Union Pacific 
Railway system, sees a great menace in 
such colossal railroad deals as the recent 
purchase of the Southern Pacific and its al- 
lied lines by the Union Pacific syndicate. 

Mr. Sage regards as dangerous in the ex- 
treme the vesting of so much power in men 
and expressed the fear that the deal would 
arouse the people of the country to extreme 
measures against concentrated capital. 

“It is a gigantic combination,” said Mr. |@ 
Sage, “in which the 12 or 13 men on the 
board of control get absolute control of 
more than 25,000 miles of railroad and a 
practical monopoly of all lines leading to 
the Pacific. 

‘Such combinations of concentrated capi- 
tal are sure to arGuse the people, and the 
people, once aroused, are more powerful 
than th's railroad combination, or any o.her 
than might be formed. 

9 “I regard it as very dangerous to have 
such great combinations. 

“It is right that railroads should have an 
agreement not to cut rates below a fair 
profit-making figure. 

“But this should be done in conventions 
by meetings, by agreements—not in the 
stifling of competition. 

“You will find that inthe end this deal 
will excite distrust, arouse resentment and 
incite to retaliatory measures the people, 
the state legislatures and eventually the na- 
tional Congress. 

“Farmers will consider themselves injured 
by rates, states will inaugurate legislation 
and there will be deep hostility to combined 
capital. 

“T still own interests in Union Pacific, 
but I disapprove of such vast combina- 
tions.”’ 

By all informed in railroad matters the 
purchase of the Huntington and Speyer in- 
terests in the Southern Pacific by the Union 
Pacific syndicate is considered as an import- 
ant step in the ultimate universal railroad 
trust. 

The deal involved an outlay of about $80,- 
000,000. A large part of this was cash. It 
is stated authoritatively that it is not 
in contemplation to consolidate the two 
lines, but to see that they are worked in 
harmony and to -stop rate-cutting. No 
change in the personnel of the officers 
is contemplated.

Jennings came here in 1887, and bought 
the Salem Democrat from Richard J. Wil- 
son, and made’it a personal newspaper.

St. Louis, rendered a verdict of “not 
gulilty’’ at 6:45 o'clock Saturday evening. | 
The verdict also released from custody 
Walter Bader, Nettie Baugh, Louise Wig- 
ginton, Ambrose Johnson, Nellie Peck, Em- 
met Malone, Willie Heins, Clara Dumfort, 
Lola Burkmeyer, Rebecca Caughlin and 
Lemuel Giles, pupils in Miss Gwilliam’s 
room, who were made co-defendants with 


her on a charge of assaulting 17-year-old 
Virginia Clotfeiter, another pupil. 

Forty teachers in the ubite schools of 
the city, and as many of their friends. re- 
celved the verdict with a cheer that mani- 
fested the intense interest they felt in the 
case.

had waited in the court room and corridors 
of the City Hall for the issue of the most | 
widely discussed cave in the schoo! history | 
of Southern Illinois.

They Will Fight Until Strong 
Enough to Demand Peace. 


BRITISH EMMISSARIES SPIES 


CONSUL PIERCE SAYS THEY WERE 
PROPERLY EXECUTED. J 


The Burghers Are Capturing Supplies 
From the British and Keeping Them 
on the Defensive at Vast Cost 
to Their Treasury. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Charles D. Pierce, 
consul-general of the Orange Free State 
and trustee and treasurer for the Boer 
relief fund, today gave out a statement 
pbout the conditions of affairs in South 
Africa. The statement in part is as fol- 
lows: 

“Advices by cable and private messages 
from Europe and South Africa are more 
encouraging than at any time since the 
beginning of the war. There can be no 
doubt of the tinal success’ of ‘the Ivers 
who will accept no other from Great 
Britain than peace with honor, meaning 


the full recognition of both republics with 
full treaty-making powers and without the 
language of “‘Suzerainty.” 

“The Boers are not ready to negotiate 
with England for peace, but are determined 
to continue the fighting until the general 
situation is strong enough in their favor to 
make diplomatic steps certain. 

“The three pretended peace commission- 
ers sent to De Wet by the British were 
spies and traitors. They interfered with 
the burghers... One, an Englishman, was 
properly shot and it is known that one 
other, Andries Wessels was a burgher of 
the Orange Free State and subject to the 
laws of the republic in which President 
Steyn is regarded by the fighting burghers 
as chief executive, while British society 
is not recognized by them.” 

“President Steyn is with De Wet and 
there is little doubt that these burghers 
were tried under the laws of the Orange 
Free State and lawfully executed. The 
Boer forces in the Southern African re- 
ogg and the Orange Free State, includ- 
ng fhe invaders of Cape Colony, number 
over 2,000 men, strong, liberty loving pa- 
triots, born hunters and trained marks- 
men. They are admirably fitted by long 
training to carry on the guerrilla warfare 
which has so sorely crippled the British 
army. They have so far succeeded in ob- 
taining, by capture, a large portion of their 
supplies from the British. 

“Gen. Christian De Wet, that greatest 
cavalry leader of modern times, in one 
week has captured $925,000 in gold and 130,- 
000 khaki uniforms, enough to last the 
army four years. He has also captured 
over 100,000 horses and 6000 prisoners. He 
and his forces alone have inflicted on the 
British losses of over $25,000,000. The Boers 
are very mobile and have advanced to 
within two days’ march, or 100 miles, of 
Capetown. 

‘‘Most of the burghers have two horses— 
many of them three—enabling them _ to 
make rapid marches and quick retreats. 
The British march wearily about the coun- 
try with wagons (drawn by wslow-moving 
oxen), loaded down with camp equipment 
and loot. The Boers have abundance ot 
provisions, guns and ammunition, and when 
short of any of these important elements is 
only necessary to capture a British outpost 
or provision train and help themselves. 

“In the beginning of the war the Boers 
were armed with Mauser rifles, using plain 
bullets, but’ many of them now have Lee- 
Metford rifles, using a dumdum bullet, all 
of which have been captured from the Brit- 
ish and bear the arrow mark of ‘Woolwich.’ 

“From this it can be readily understood 
why the Boers can continue the war in- 
definitely regardless of the number of Brit- 
ish troops sent against them. 

‘‘The Boers’ total losses in killed and dy- 
ing from wounds in battle have not exceed- 
ed 1500, but the loss in property and thg 
impoverishment of the people has been very 
great. Thousands of women and children 
are left in a state of destitution and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars will be re- 
quired to render them immediate and effec- 
tive aid. 

“The war has cost Great Britain $S00,- 
000,000 in gold a sum twice greater than the 
entire value of the republics if sold to the 
highest bidder, and over 100,000 of her troops 
have been rendered hors du combat. During 
the past one or two months the British 
have been compelled to act almost entirely 
on the defensive. 

“The war is costing Great Britain at the 
present time over $1,000,000 per day ro sup- 
port troops in the field, and the Boer pris- 
oners at St. Helena island and _ other 
points. The failure of the British arms to 
open the Kimberly and Johannesburg mines 
has deprived British stockholders of the 
dividends on securities listed at $850,000,000 
and has reduced the output of diamonds 
and gold $284,000,000 and has added $800,(00,- 
000 to the taxation of Great Britain and 
lreland., 

“These tremendous sums subtracted from 
British resources have resulted in the im- 
pairment of the values of mary kinds of 
securities dealt in by London stock brokers 
and are the superinducing causes of numer- 
oe bankruptcies in British financial cir- 
cles.

VANDERBILTS ARE IN THE DEAL 


C. M. HAYS OF ST. LOUIS TO BE RE- 
TAINED.AS PRESIDENT. 


There Will Be No Sweeping Change of 
Policy, and Separate Officers Will 
Control the Southern and 
U. P. Railroads. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.—President C. 
M. Hays of the Southern Pacific company, 
when asked if he thought the sale of the 
controlling interest in the company to the 
Harriman syndicate would lead to im- 
portant changes of management or policy, 
said: 

‘I see no prospect of any marked change 
in Southern Pacific affairs, so far as the 
public interest is concerned. What differ- 
ence does it make‘to the public whether a 
railroad be owned by one man or whether 
its voting stock be held by a hundred differ- 
ent interests, so long as it is managed in 
accordance with a broad and liberal policy 
which conserves the best interests of the 
public as much as the interests of the 
stockholders? 

‘I do not look for any startling change in 
conditions as a result of the change of own- 


ership. The Southern Pacific interests, in 
a traffic sense, are pretty well defined and 
are not to be disturbed by any new or rev- 
Olutionary policy. 1 do not look for any 
material change of policy. San Francisco 
and California will not perceive, by any 
outward indication, that there has been 
a change of owners. I do not think the 
sale means one set of officers for the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific. The two 
roads are big properties and can best be 
handled by sepurate sets of officers, as at 
present.”’ 

Keierring to his own position, Mr. Hays 
said he had no reason to suppose that it 
would be disturbed. He said he was on 
terms of friendghip with the announced 
members of the gigs prenme - syndicate, and 
spoke highly of Mr. Harriman’s ability as 
a railroad man. President Hays spent the 
night in his private car at Oakland and 
Started this morning on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the western division of the Southern 
Pacific 

William H. Crocker,- speaking of the big 
deal, said: 

“The Vanderbilt railroad and steamship 
interests will now have a direct line be- 
tween Hamburg and Hong Kong, across 
the American continent. Whatever the 
Vanderbilts do they do well, and if it is possi- 
ble to improve the service of the Southern 
Pacific roads the new controllers will do it. 
With the increased connections of the 
Southern Pacific, San Francisco stands in 
a fair way of rapidly improving in import- 
ance as a shipping port.” 

Third Vice-President J. C. Stubbs of the 
Southern Pacific, who is a warm persona! 
friend of Mr. Harriman, says the change 
of ownership of the road was as big a’ xur- 
prise to him as as it was to the other of- 
ficials of the road. 

lt is expected that H. E. Huntington will

_According to C. P. Huhtington’s will, his 
widow was left two-thirds of his Southern 
Pacific stock, and his nephew, H. E. Hunt- 
ington, the remaining third.

BOND ORDINANCE CERTIFICATE 
IN CHAIRMAN’S HANDS. 


The St, Louis Committee Has Made 
Some Slight Changes—Federal 
Warehouse for St. Louis— 
Redistricting Tlinois.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The certificate 
of the $5,000,000 World's Fair fund was this 
morning placed in Secretary Gage'’s hands 
by Messrs C. W. Knapp and 8. W. Cobb of 
St. Louis. The secretary later in the day 
received a mesage from Chairman Tawney 
of the special committee asking that a rc- 
port on the certificate be made by the sec- 
retary as quickly as possible, so that the 
bill can be reported, not later than Tues- 
day. 

The bond ordinance certificate will be in 
tonight, and it will be sent to Mr. Tawney 
immediately on its receipt. Some slight 
changes in the text of the bill were sub- 
mitted to Chairman Tawney today by 
Messrs. Knapp- and Cobb. They are de- 
signed to make the bill more unquestionable 
in its provisions, and these will be adepted. 
| Ex-Gov. Francis and C. H. Spencer are 
in New York. They will return tomorrow 
night and be present when the committee 
finally disposes of the bill. 

Representative Richard Barthold of St. 
Louis believes he will get an early report 
on his bill for a federal warehouse in 8t. 
Louis, to cost $200,000. He will hear defi- 
nitely from the committee in charge not 
later than next Saturday. 

Representative W. A. Rodenberg of East 
St. Louis is working on his bill to divide 
Illinois into three judicial districts, and has 
= eee that it will be reported favor- 
ably. 

Mt. Rodenberg wants it known that no 
genera! bill will be reported this winter for 
new public buildings, and that at his 
home building may be postponed on this 
account. He says he will get this bill 
one if any new buildings are provided 
or. 

Representative Joy today joined forces 
with Scudder of New York in an effort to 
get pneumatic tubes for St. Louis. A vote 
will be had on this Monday, and Mr. Joy 
thinks he can get the item put in. The 
other friends of the tubes are less hope- 
ful, and there is not a good prospect of 
tubes being appropriated for either in St. 
Louis or elsewhere. 


PROGRESS OF WORLD'S FAIR 


Joint Meeting of Committees Will 
Shortly Be Held to Formally Close 
the Fund and to Organize. 


Marked progress was made in work of 
the World's Fair during the past week, 
which has been a busy one. Nearly a hun- 
dred prominent ,citizens are still soliciting 
subscriptions in St. Louis and elsewhere, 
with encouraging results. 

Upon the result of conferences with the 
heads of large corporations, by David R. 
Francis and the other members of the 
World's Fair delegation now in Washington, 
depends the date of the joint meeting of the 
committee of 200 and the other commit- 
ee to formally close the subscription 
und. 

After this has been accomplished, the 
World's Fair company will be organized 
with possibly a hundred directors, and this 
new corporation will succeed the present 
preliminary organization. These directors 
will make all appointments and execute 
contracts for carrying the work forward 
to success, 

Among the letters received by Secretary 
Cox is one from Dawson, the Klondike cap- 
ital, signed by L. D. Radcliffe, ‘‘by request 
of many old Missourians.’ It shows the 
interest taken in the fair, and offers aid 
in subscriptions or otherwise. Mr. Rad- 
cliffe writes that a meeting will be held in 
Dawson shortly to take action in aid of 
the World's Fair movement.

A DETECTIVE 
Gave Correct Report of. a 
Prefect's Life, 


NEW PLAN OF CHIEF OF POLICE 


HOW THE ARRANGEMENT WAS 
| AT LAST DISCOVERED. 
| 
Suidide of Gabriel Leroux Suggests 
That a Former Prefect of Rhone De- 
partment May Have Feared 
Exposure of Actions.

PARIS, Feb. 2.—Gabriel Leroux, ex-pre- 
fect of the Rhone department, killed him- 
self at his late home here Wednesday 
night. 

Leroux, though only 46 years old, had 
held: many important public posts. Several 
months ago he was removed from the po- 
sition of Prefect of Rhone, but was offered 
& small government position in Paris. He 
accepted this, but, according to his friends, 
he felt the humiliation keenly and was con- 
stantly bewailing his rifined career. When 
he shot himself Wednesday his friends at- 
tributed the act to profound melancholy, 
resulting from official deterioration, which 
inference was supported by the absence of 
financial or domestic difficulties. 

A new interpretation of the act is now 
given by unfriendly critics and newspapers 
of the opposite political faith. It is recalled 
that a week or so ago a strange discovery 
was made in the building occupied by the 
Rhone prefecture. The chief of the depart- 
mental police, Meyer, being ill, remained 
home for several days. As the new prefect 
required some papers in Meyers’ office he 
sent’ for the keys. These Meyer refused. 

Th prefect insisting, Meyer, who was still 
ill, went to the prefecture, entered the of- 
fice,| gathered a big pile of papers, which 
he removed under his cogt and returned 
home. Then the prefect forced the door to 
Meyer's office. Rumaging around he dis- 
covered a series of mysterious wires. In- 
vestigation showed that these started from 
a concealed telephone and ran to the pre- 
fect’s private office, dining room and bed- 
room, where they were severally attached 
to sensitive plates hidden in the floor and 
Walls in such a manner that the slightest 
sound was absorbed and thus communi- 
cated to the receiving end, where the de- 
tective’s ear was glued. 

This discovery was revealed to the public 
through Tuesday's newspapers. There was 
no intimation that the present prefect was 
greatly scared by the discovery, but the 
suicide of his predecessor, closely following 
the report of the finding of the secret tele- 
phone, was regarded as something more 
than a mere coincidence. 

Marseilles’ newspapers are now asking 
what was in the package of papers Meyer 
removed so carefully. Paris journals reply 
that as Leroux is now dead the police 
agents’ secret reperts probably never will 
be revealed. 


WANTED TO FIGHT CRAZY SNAKE 


Two Aspiring Kentucky Lads Stopped 
' Short at Vincennes by the

OWENSBORO, Ky., Feb. 2.—Morris Bibb 
and Herbert McMahon, the two boys that 
ran away from their home last night to go 
to the Indian Territory to fight Crazy 
Snake, were caught by the police authori- 


ties last night about midnight at Vin- 
cennes, Ind. hey were sent back to 
Evansville, where the Bibb boy’s father 
took charge of them and brought them 
home. They reached here this afternoon 
on the 3:44 eastbound train. 

They walked 12 miles out of Evansville 
last night and boarded a passing freight 
train. They aroused the suspicion of the 
railroad conductor, and he turned them 
over to the authorities at Vincennes when 
that: place was reached. The police were 
watching for them, as they had been noti- 
fied at various places to keep a lookout for 
them. The boys were about out of money 
when caught. They only had about $10 
apiece when they left home.

Rumor of a probabfe engagement of the 
Duke of Roxburghe with an American belle 
in English society got abroad some two 
years ago, and if the present report should 
be confirmed one more alliance will be add- 
ed to the list of Anglo-American marriages 
of note, whith are said to be nearly ap- 
proaching 400 in number. 

The Duke's family name, Innes-Ker, is 
due to the union of two families in 1666, 
when the descent passed into the female 
line through an heiress of the Kers, That 
family had received the royal barony of 
Auld Roxburghe as early as 1452. A Sir 
Robert Ker accompanied James VI of Scot- 
iand into England and some years later was 
created Earl of Roxburghe. The dukedom 
was conferred nearly a hundred later on 
the fitth earl, who was’a secretary of sate 
and Knight of the Garter. With the fourth 
duke the direct male line became extinct, 
and several claimants came forward in vir- 
tue of their descent from branches in pre- 
vious generations. The House of Lords fin- 
ally decided in 1812 in favor of Sir James 
Innes-Norclifie, the great-grandfather of 
the present duke. In addition to the mag- 
nificent seat of Floors Castle, the duke has 
an ancestral estate at Broxmouth Park, 
Dunbar, Haddingtonshire. 

Miss Astor, the second child of William 
Waldorf Astor, was for several years 
brought up in retirement with her govern- 
ess and companions at Cliveden. Since her 
debut she has been made much of in English 
society and round her name has centered 
much gossip of an impending engagement 
with this or that man of title.

These hints refer to the disagreeable re- 
lations between the King and nis sister, 
Princess Beatrice, widow of Prince Henry 
of Battenberg. Even before the death of 
the Queen, Princess Beatrice removed her 
children to East Cowes Castle and left 
Osborne House herself that night. Since 
then Beatrice has only come to Osborne 
House during the absence of the King, and 
has absolutely refused to meet the Kaiser, 
whose enmity to the Battenbergs is his- 
toric. 

King Edward and the late Prince Batten- 
berg were always on unfriendly terms. On 
one occasion they had a serious personal 
quarrel. Prince Henry being directed by the 
queen to instruct Commander Fullerton to 
proceed to Portsmouth with the yacht Al- 
berta and bring over Princess Louise to 
Cowes, either forgot, or, as was suspected, 
willfully omit'ed to give the order, with the 
result that the Princess Louise, after wait- 
ing an hour in the Portsmouth dockyards, 
was compelled to take an ordinary passen- 
ger boat and drive in a common cab to Os- 
borne House. 

The princéss arrived furious—in fact she 
was bordering on hysteria. The Prince of 
Wales, who was staying at Osborne House, 
went in search of Battenberg, whom he 
met just as he was entering the castle 
grounds. Wales abused him violently for his 
remissness, in the presence of the lodge- 
keepers, servants and Battenberg’s two 
companions. An eyewitness stated he 
feared the affair would terminate in a per- 
sonal encounter. 

That evening the Prince of Wales re- 
ceived a challenge from Prince Henrv of 
Battenberg to cross to Belgium to fight a 
duel, but before Wales could reply the 
Queen intervened and forced Battenberg to 
withdraw the challenge.

King Evades Him Thrice and When 
Cornered Exchanges but a Few 
Cold Words—Touching 
Correspondence.

PARIS, Feb. 2.—Unwilling to be squeezed 
out of such an important gathering of roy- 
alties, the Duke of Orleans went to Queen 
Victoria’s funeral, having first eaten hum- 
ble pie. 

On the day following Victoria's death the 
Countess of Paris, the Duke's mother, 
wrote a beautiful letter of sympathy to 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra, ex- 
pressing the profound affection of all her 
family for Victoria. Next day one of the 
King’s equerries called at Twiekeniaam and 
thanked the countess. The iatter showed 
the equerry a telegram just received from 
her son, dated Italy. In it the duké reit- 
erated the deep love he always bore the 
Queen, called her his ‘“‘second mother,’’ and 
said his heart was grieved profoundly on 
account of the estrangement between him 
and the Queen's family, which prevented 
his coming to England to pay a last trib- 
ute of affection to a ‘‘peeriess sovereign and 
glorious woman.”’ 

“This,” said the countess, “shéws my 
son’s devotion to her majesty, which has 
been unaltered all his life, but which was 
grossly misrepresented by the newspapers 
ascribing to him praise for the villainous 
caricatures of the Queen. Tell their royal 
highnesses and the dukes that my son's 
sorrow is doubly keen, because he knows 
he forfeited her majesty’s love through the 
infamous newspaper falsehoods, which he 
was too high-spirited to deny.’’ 

The equerry carried the message to Os- 
borne House and the Countess of Paris was 
unremitting in her efforts to have the Brit- 
ish royal family offer the olive branch. 
Through Queen Alexandra she finally ob- 
tained consent for the duke to attend the 
funeral. 

Orleans meanwhile hurried to Brussels, 
whence he communicated § telegraphically 
with his mother. He also telegraphed to the 
new King his heartfelt sympathies. Finally 
receiving word that he might attend the 
funeral, he hastened to London. The King 
being at Osborne House, the duke hurried 
to Aldershot, where he had-an interview 
with the Duke of Connaught. The latter re- 
ceived the Frenchman coldly. 

Orleans stayed at Twickenham, running 
up to London twice in hopes of securing an 
interview with the sovereign. The King 
thrice succeeded in evading the duke. He 
only met him once, briefly and coldly ex- 
changing a handshake. He cut Orleans 
short when the latter tried to refer io the 
caricatures of Victoria.

IM HURDLE HUSTLES OUT 


Scientists Won’t Have a Chance to 
Probe for the Bullet in 
His Brain. 


MEMPTHIIS, Tenn., Feb. 2.—Jeff Hurdle 
has vanished, and it is now feared by the 
city hospital authorities that science has 
been cheated of her first and only oppor- 
tunity to determine whether a man can live 
with a bullet buried in his brain, or, if not, 
then whether he can live without any brain, 

These two astounding questions were 
raised in the remarkable case of Hurdle, as 
related in the Post-Dispatch last week. 

Jeff had been shot squarely between the 
eyes four years ago and the bullet was 
1ever fuund. He came to Memphis to the 
city hospital and the X-ray photograph was 
taken pf his head, whicn disclosed the long- 
lost bullet apparently roosting up in the 
cerebellum on the left side of Jeff's head. 
After examining the radiograph carefully 
the doctors concluded that either the bullet 
was not a bullet or the brain was not a

The word-picture as well as the vignettes 
are the work of O. J. May, the first trom- 
bonist of the orchestra. 

As early as 1:30 musicians began to as- 
semble in the orchestra pit at Music Hall, 
and by 1:45 there was a veritable Babylon 
Of noise from the different instruments. 
From the center of the pit could be heard 
the hoarse “‘hee-haw’’ of the bass violins 
and the more sympathetic tones of the 
cellos and violas as they were being tuned. 
A little further to the left an ambitious 
young first violinist was ‘‘warming up’ on 
Musin’s Mazurka, while from immediate- 
ly back of him came the plaintive notes of 
the oboe. Over on the right the members 
of the brass section were working up their 
lips, and one of Liberati’s cadenzas—which 
was being rendered in a pyrotechnical man- 
ner by the first cornettist—was swallowed 
up by a loud roll on a kettlé drum. 

It was a regular Friday afternoon re- 
hearsal by the Castle Square Orchestra, 
that time being set apart each week for the 
instrumental portion of the foNowing 
week's entertainment. 

At about five minutes before 2 o'clock an 
elderly gentleman ina large overcoat came 
down the center aisle. He has sharp feat- 
ures and still sharper eyes of the steel- 
gray variety. A rather flerce-looking iron- 
gray mustache partially conceals a firmly 
set mouth and the general facial expression 
is one of unusual alertness. After a kindly 
greeting to the members of the orchestra 
he removes his great coat and lays it over 
the back of a seat in the ‘‘bald-headed 
row.”’ 

It is Adolph Liesegang, the veteran 
eratic conductor, and probably one of the 
greatest living disciples of Wagner. 

After taking his seat Mr. Liesegang first 
adjusts his nose-glasses, then opens his 
score and raps on the music stand with his 
baton, The noise céases instantly. The con- 
ductor glances over the orchestra and the 
expression of his face tells more quickly 
than words that someone is missing. 

‘‘Where's de other horn player?” 

No answer. 

“Dis thing’s got to stop. I can't stand it 
much longer.”’ 

Another pause, during which the conduc- 
tor’s face wears a look that bodes no good 
for the absent member. 


Suddenly the stick goes up in the air, 
followed by a low roll on the tympani and 
we're off. <A gentle 
melody is heard from 
the smal _ strings, 
gradually swelling in 
volume until some 64 
bars ‘have been 
played, when the 
reeds and cellos set 
in.

His stick is 
pointed squarely at the tardy one and his 
glance is simply withering. “Jist remem- 
ber dis is de last time and if you don't 
quit it you'll have to get out o' de orkess- 
tra.”’ 

During recitatives the orchestra plays 
tremolos and short chords, varying in quai- 
ity and yolume with the sentiment of the 
diajogue. The director begins to sing the 
voice part something like this: “‘Tetum— 
tum—tetum—tah—tah—tah’'’— Biff! we come 
in with a chord, and so on until we strike 
another place where there is a punctuating 
chord, and here the sticks cuts us off again. 

“Are you there wit’ your tympanies? in 
de name o’ Gott, why don't you count? It’s 
your solo and I must have it.”’ 

“And you wit’ your clarinets. Don’t you 
know de difference between an eighth and 
a half-note?’’ 

At last we near the end of the act and 
are in the midst of a beautiful cavatina, 
the director humming the melody, when a 
series of ‘blue notes’ are heard from the 
other side. The leader throws down the 
stick and grabs his glasses in one hand 
and his forelock in the other. A look of de- 
spair comes over his face and he clasps his 
hands in an attitude of prayer, nodding his 
head slowly backward and forward. 

“Ach, mein Gott! Das is’ schoen. O, what 
half I done, what haf I done?’ 

Again the eyes flash and he straightens 
up in his chair. 

“De part's wrong, is it? Let me see it.’’ 
(The part is handed to him and he fuickly 
compares it with the score.) ‘“‘That part is 
perfectly correct. [t's you dat’s wrong. 
Quick, boys, let’s go before I lose my 
temper.”’

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 2.—Gov. Nash has 
telegraphed to the directors of the Saen- 
gerfest Athletic Association at Cincinnati 
that the Ruhlin-Jeffries fight cannot 
held in Ohtfo. 

The governor received a telegram from 
1000 business men in Cincinnati today saying 
that eminent attorneys that there 
is nothing illegal in the proposed Ruhilin- 
Jeffries boxing contest and that they are 
satisfied there is nothing prejudicial to good 
order or the standard of morals in it. 

The governor promptly sent the following 
reply: ‘‘Unless all outward evidences and

ruray will be a prize fight. It will not 
permitted to come off and the entire power 
of the state will be used to prevent iIt.”’ 

Gov. Nash practically admitted that he 
proposed to call out the state militia if 
neCessaery to prevent the Jeffries-Ruhlin 
prize fight from taking place in Ohio. 

“I am firmly resolved,’’ said he, ‘‘that it 
shall not take place’ and I will use the 
whole power of the state to prevent it. I 
mean just what I say.”’ 

The Saengerfest directors sent a dispatch 
to the governor tonight urging him to with- 
yahoo his opposition, but he wired a firm re- 
usal. 

Although the mayor of Cincinnati has 
issued a permit for a 10-round bout between 
Childs and Martin and a 20-round bout be- 
tween Jeffries and Ruhlin, Feb. 15, it is 
evident mow that the events cannot be 
pulled off without coming in conflict with 
the whole power of the state, as well as 
the opposing elements of the city. 

Mayor ¥leischmann has persistently re- 
fused permits for local fights or 
contests of any kind, but, in sympathy with 
the old Saengerfest Association, he 
ised a permit for their benefit and kept 
his word, notwithstanding the storm of lo- 
cal opposition.

RICH, HE LIVED IN SQUALOR 


Hi TREATED HIS CHILDREN MOST 
INHUMANELY. 


All His Life He Showed No Redeeming 
Traits Whatever, Except in His 
Treatment of Men Who 
Owed Him Money. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Feb. 2.—The closing 
scene in the unique life of Rankin Clem- 
mons, the Fayette County miser-million- 
aire, is being enacted at St. Joseph's hus- 
pital in this city. Clemmons was calied 
from his lonely country home one night 
nearly two weeks ago and was struck down 
with a pitchfork, his skull being fractured. 
That he cun survive is not thought to be 
possible. He is-78 years old. 

Rankin Clammons clothed himself in rags, 
meted out to his family bacon and corn 
bread with a hand less generous than that 
of the hardest quartermaster of the army, 
and Suried his wife in a plain wooden cof- 
fin. Yet he practiced fair dealing with the 
men who daily came to nis queer old home 
to borrow on gilt-edged first mortgages 
the dollars which Clemmons had saved, and 
said to them: “Don't let the interest you 
owe me force the sale of your crops. Watt 
until you think the market is best and then 
sell,"’ and so, for a year or even two yeurs, 
he has carried his debtors’ crops with no 
pecuniary benefit to himself. He never 
haggled, went but little among men, and 
toid no one of his plans or his business. 

In less than 60 years this man. who com- 
menced life at 21 with $300 or $400, his tenth 
of the little 70-acre farm which his father 
owned, has become one of the richest men 
in Central Kentucky. In fee simple he owns 
about 1500 acres of land and he told a rela- 
tion in one of his rare moments of conti- 
dence that He could count 5000 acres of 
land in the neighborhood on which he held 
mortgages for the full value of the land. 

He has mortgages on nearly every farm 
besween his place and the Kentucky river,”’ 


said one man, and the Kentucky river is 


about 10 miles away. 


Rankin Clemmons, “Old Rankin.” as he 


is generally called, was one of a family of. | 


10, nine brothers and a sister, all but two 
now dead. One brother was killed much 
in the same manner that Rankin Clemmons 
Was struck down. He heard men trying to 
enter the smokehouse, where the cured 
meat was kept on his mother's farm, and 
went out into the darkness to meet his 
death. Matt and Thomas Clemmons quar- 
reled over a trivial matter and Thomas was 
killed. One by one the members of the 
family dropped off until only Rankin and a 
younger brother, now living {n Missouri, 
are left. 

His mother died shortly before he reached 
his majority. Left to himself, he soon de- 
veloped those habits of saving which have 
srown upon him throughout his iife. He 
began as a butcher and prospered. He trav- 
eled through the country and bought cattle, 
sold them and bought mgre cattle and more 
land. He dropped his role of butcher and 
became a cattle raiser. 

Thirty-eight years of a life like this 
passed with its dull level of grasping and 
saving. Then some change came over the 
man and he married. It may have been a 
business proposition—he. needed a _ cook. 
Certain it is that no sentimental reasons 
influenced the bride-to-be. The girl, Vir- 
ginia Brock, was making a scant living by 
teaching country school. An orphan, she 
accepted Rankin Clemmons, with the res- 
ignation to endure a life with him for what 
he would leave. For twenty-five years the 
wife was the drudge of the household. She 
cooked the meals, nursea the children and 
lived on less than the wife of a negro 
farm hand. When her one calico dress wus 
worn to rags he bought another-—six vards 
at 5 cents a yard. When bacon had a!! 
been consumed he bought a little more, and 
said it must last longer than before. The 
life killed her fifteen years ago. 

Rankin Clemmons brought his bride home 
to the house he now occupies. There were 
no carpets on the floor; the furniture had 
been bought forty years before, when the 
house was new. 

‘Mr. Clemmons,” said the bride of a day, 
the next morning, “| want to go to town 
for some carpets and furniture.” 

The buggy, which has been used for the 
first time on the wedding day, was brought 
to the door 

‘Have you the money for toll?’ said the 
husvand when the toll gate was reached, 

“Well, no,”’ was the laughing response. 

“If you had no money, how did you ex- 
pect to buy furniture and car;f%ts?” 

“T expected you to do that, Mr. Clem- 
mons,’ was the timid answer. 

“You did, eh?’ Turning the horses he 
drove back to the farm. Never since then 
has the buggy left the place. It was hoisted 
to the top of the barn and tied with ropes 
to the rafters. There it remained until time 
and the rats severed the cords. It has 
become the nesting place for hens and the 
depository for odds and ends of farming 
machinery. 

Two of his chil- 
dren died in infancy.

TAKEN FROM JAIL AND HANGED 
IN MISSISSIPPI. 


ASSAILANT OF A WHITE GIRL. 


He Was Captured Soon After His Crime 
and Identified by His 
Victim. 


OCEAN SPRINGS, Miss., Feb. 2.—Last 
night a young white girl between 13 and 
14 years old, named Rosaline Fentian, was 
assaulted by a negro named Warren Mat- 
thews. The crime occurred at the house 
of the family, which iv about six miles 


from this place, on Back Bay. There were 
at home at the time only two other women 
of the family, and the negro came into 
the house and dragged his victim outside. A 
messenger was sent to Biloxi after officers. 
Marshai Milesly started for the scene with 
his two bloodhounds. The dogs took the 
trail immediately and it led to the house 
of Jack Ramsey, a negro, and Warren 
Matthews was found there. The Fentian 
girl identified Matthews as being the guilty 
negro and he was jailed at Ocean Springs, 
after being taken before Justice Grayson, 
who bound him over for trial. At 9:6 to- 
night a mob took Matthews from the jail. 
He was carried about a mile back of town 
and hanged.

With an Old Picture of Crowe 
in His Trunk.

Kansas—Wheat in good condition in cast- 
ert. and southern counties and stil affording 
pasturage in many counties, though dam- 
aged some by fiy in few central counties, 
fair in northern, but suffering from drouth 
in northwestern and western sections,where 
continued drouth is checking growth; much 
spring plowing in south. 

Oklahoma and Indian 
and rye in good condition and 
growth: preparations tor spring 
well advanced and ground in fair condition: 
cattle in fine eendition, healtay and being 
pasturé¢d on the wheat. 

Arkansas—Mild, open winter, favorable 
for wheat, which has made good progress 
and generally looks well; late sown doing 
nicely and appears as good as early sown; 
some litile damage being done by Hessian 
fly in localities. 

Tennessee—Weather generally favorable 
for wheat. but growth has been slow, the 
absence of snow and the alternate freezing 
and thawing keep it backward; in_ the 
eastern and western divisions reports of the 
crop are more favorable than in the 
dle division, where the condition of the 
erop is rather unfavorable, showing but lit- 
tle, if any, improvement. 

Kentucky—Reports on wheat very con- 
flicting; winter has been mild so far, but 
with no snow protection wheat appears to 
have suffered in some secttons considerably 
bv freezing; the attacks of Hessian fly have 
left it in bad shape in localities; the crop 
for the state is only in fair condition at the 
close of January; fruit appears to be unin- 
jured., 

Texas—Moderate temperature favorable, 
but rainfall insufficient throughout wheat 
belt; early sown wheat looks well, but 
needs rain; late sown, poor stand, suffering 
seriously from drouth; soil too dry in many 
localities of central and northern portions 
for cultivation, and preparations for oats 
and other spring crops retarded.

Mr. John Huebner: Dear Sir—You want to 
be sure you go where no one will see you 
read this letter. It is intended only for 
You and your three acquaintances, Fred 
Penning, George Shillinger, Leonard Hoehn. 
You and each of you must read it all over 
carefully. Be sure you understand it very 
thoroughly, as it is of great importance 
that you do not make a single mistake in 


cafrying out this plan perfectly. 
~ Our business is to find a bunch of farmers 


getting money from you to the very 


mot living far arart who are in good cir- 
Culmstances and then make a demand on 
thenmi for such an amount of money as we 
know they can spare without any serious 
injury to themselves or their families. We 
Go not choose farmers because they are 
any more easily scared than merchants 
or any other city people, but because their 
property and famili-«< »re more easily got- 
t##n at than those vu. city people. If you 
follow our instruction carefully you will 
not be hurt in the least, but you must make 
up your minds to pay us the amount we ask 
of you and do it willingly. Before we ever 
write to a man we know for sure he is 
able to pay what we demand of him, and 
we make ample preparation to force him to 
pay it sooner or later. Our methods are 
dreadfully severe, but if you will look at 
it from our standpoint you will see that 
it is necessary that if we once make a de- 
mand on a man we either make him pay as 
he is told or make a horrible example of 
him. Then we can refer to his case, and 
our next man will be glad to respond quick- 
ly and thus escape unharmed. Suppose, 
now, you gentlemen would fall to do as we 
tell you and we do n bother you any 
more—just let you go. yn’'t we know you 
would laugh at us and si; we were nothing 
but big cowardly bluffers? Our business 
would be a dangerous failure! Therefore 
you can now depend on this, that we will, 
fegardiess of all the help you can sum- 
mon to your aid, carry out this means of 
bit- 
ter end, if necessary. Do not think we are 
hard on you, for you are getting off easier 
than some of your neighbors who are, per- 
haps, less liable to pay than you gentle- 
men.

Now fold the wrapping 
paper close around and ‘tie with string. 
Now wrap the whole business up in a piece 
of dark cloth, and tie it up tight with 
strong liemp twine in a hard knot. Then, 
on Saturday evening, Jan. 12, at 5 o’clock 
in the evening, all of you meet at John 
Huebner’s house, get a box-bed, top buggy, 
put the side curtains on, and let the back 
down. Fasten them down closely, then 
wrap a large bed blanket around the back 
so it fits smooth and close. Be sure no 
light can shine out of the sides or back 
of the top. The hind end of the buggy bed 
must be open. Fold a couple of wheat sacks 
together and lay on the floor in the back 
of the buggy box. Fill all the room under 
the seat chockful of horse blankets. Stuff 
them in good and tight. Then put the pack- 
agé of money in on the wheat sacks. Don’t 
put anything over the package of money 
or fasten it to the buggy in any way. Just 
lay it in the-back end of the buggy on the 
wheat sacks loose. Be sure the horse blan- 
kets are stuffed under the seat tight enough 
to keep the money from slipping forward 
under the seat, for it must be loose in the 
hind end of the buggy box, so when we are 
ready to take it out we can pick it up with- 
out any noise. This is the buggy that is to 
go in front. George Shillinger and Leonard 
Hloehns must ride in it. Shillinger must 
drive the horse and Hoehn must hold a 
lantern in close between him’ ,an@ 
Shillinger £0 wez can see your 
faces. Keep the lantern lit and shining 
bright all the way. John Huebner and Fred 
Penning must take Penning’s top road wag- 
on, put the side curtains on and roll the 
back curtains up. Penning must. drive the 
horse and Huebner must ‘carry the lantern 
in his hands. The lantern must be burning 
and have a red mosquito bar around the 
globe so it will make a red light. Huebner 
and Penning must drive behind and always 
keep 200 yards behind Shillinger and Hoehn, 
Start away from Huebner's at just 6 o'clock 
Saturday evening, Jan. 12, 1901. Go from 
Huebner's house direct by wagon road to 
East Alton, and through East Alton toward 
Alton as far as the bottom of the hill near 
the oil tanks. Here you turn north and go 
up the hill. Follow that hill north until you 
come to an east and west street at Upper 
Alton past the brick schoolhouse. You turn 
to your right here, go east to the end of 
this street, then turn to the right again and 
go south one block. Then turn to your left 
and east back to East Alton and on down 
to Huebner’s house. If everything has gone 
according to our instructions, when you get 
back to Huebner’s you will receive Ietters 
telling you how to save your buildings, your 
atock and perhaps your families. Get two 
good loud whistles to signal each other 
with. Go over the route by daylight Satur- 
day so you will not make any mistake. 
Drive in a walk all the way except through 
town. As soon as you come to street lamps 
in Upper Alton or East Alton drive in a 
trot. Fred Penning must keep looking be- 
hind his buggy, and as soon as any one 
comes up behind, either riding or walking, 
or when you pass a road or lane opening 
into your road; whistle one loud blast. The 
leaders will answer. Then you stop both 
buggies long enough for any one who may 
have gotten between you to get ahead.

EXPERT EGG CANDLER AT WORK 
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| SHANGHAI, Jan. 2

& HINA is not a bad place for foreign- 
ers to live in, notwithstanding the 
many troubles which existed there 
last year. Longing for home naturally 

possesses every newcomer, and it stands 

until he has a chance to gratify it. Then 
hé almost wishes he had not done it, and 

‘is more than content to return where he 

/can get nearly everything worth having 

‘without very hard work or much worry. 
The visit home has the effect of looking 
in upon childhood scenes after a long ab- 
sence, and it seems a pity to spoll antict- 
pations by contact with things that might 
better have remained a pleasure of mem- 
ory: and it is a rude, cold, heart-shutting 
ordeal otherwise. Few care to try a scc- 
ond home trip. 

One need not be here long to get a fair 
insight into the attractions of China for 
foreign residents. The aptitude of the na- 
tives for service of all kinds léaves the out- 
sider no occasion to fret over the drudg- 
eriea and petty cares that wear down: the 
nerves in western lands. Natives attend 
to every detail of business, they look thor- 
oughly after household affairs, and they 
perform those services not only to the 
pecuniary advantage of the foreigners, but 
with the most cheerful disposition. It 
may be that they consider themselves su- 
perior to those whom they serve; if so, it 
is a superiority so exalted that it can put 
up with the whims and vagaries of the em- 
ployers, and, in many instances, in this 
part of China and northward, with habit- 
ual abuse, making no complaint and sel- 
dom a sign of resentment: In business re- 
lations the foreigner, 
footing, need give himself little concern 
beyond keeping his home lines in order. 
He may oversee and supervise and guide 
and suggest, but the Chinese part of his 
trade is done for him by the Chinese. 

Every business house has a compradore, 
who is the buyer and seller for the houss 
and pushes its connections. He is under 
bonds, and if customers go wrong his sure- 
ties make good the loss without fuss or 
question. 

The merchant who reaches his office by 
19 o'clock in the morning does as well as 
may be expected of him. His compradore 
and clerks have been engaged for an hour 
or so before that time. From noon until 2 
o’clock business rests, enabling everybc ly 
to indulge in a full-course dinner, known 
as tiffin, and to enjoy, if so inclined, a 
short nap afterward. In the North, where 
winter cold 18 as extreme as is summer 
heat, everyone who can afford a horse 
goes driving at noon at this time of year, a 
high sun being essential to outdoor-com- 
fort there for several months. If business

SOCIETY 


IN TOO MANY INSTANCES ARE 


AIMLESS AND USELESS. 


By Rev. BRADDIN HAMILTON 


IFE is not given to any of us as an 
endléss possession, but for the use We 
can make of it. The shortest life is 

long enough if it makes the community bet- 
ter, and the longest life is too short if it 
does not. 

To say that our modern society is made 
up of idlers would be far from fact. The 
majority of our society devotees are very 
busy people. They have a routine of du- 
ties, ‘or fancied duties, which keeps them 
in @ continuous whirl from 12 to 14 hours a 
day. Many of them do a great deal more 
than their servants. Some of the ladies 
change their garments from four to six 
times each day. They dress for breakfast, 
change and dress for shopping, change and 
dress for luncheon, change and dress for 
afternoon teas, change and dress for din- 
ner, and very often change and dress again 
for the opera or theater. Correspondence 
has to be done between times. 


When the day is well nigh over a woman 
is often called upon to dance several miles 
over a hard floor, when to walk. five miles 
would be a punishment; and to end the day, 
when she is sore and tired, she has to say, 

“*#T had just a lovely time.” 


We could not well call this idleness. The 
men have a similar routine, generally con- 
fining themselves to four or five changes 
of clothes each day. They dress for the 
morning walk or the club, change apd dress 
for a drive, change and dress for after- 
noon teas, change and dress for dinner or 
theater, 

We cannot well ca these lives idle, but 
we can call them aimless and useless. They 
are not outlined to accomplish any definite 
purposes. They are only faithful imita- 
tions of what is customary. The majority 


of them are simply strugglers, flounderers,” 


trying to keep afloat amid fashion’s ebb- 
ing and flowing tide. Their lives are use- 
less—useless because they are of no benetit 
to any one. They are misapplying their 
energies. They are building up no monu- 
ment of indestructibility. They are not 
making anything that will speak when 
they have -become silent. They are not 
building anything for this world, that has 
done so much for them, that has given 
them its best. 


Society, with its great privileges, does 
least for the permanent good of the gen- 
eral public. Take, for example, the inven- 
tions of the past century, nainy of which 
have been a blessing to public health and 
comfort. How few of these have been 
worked out by a man or a woman of large 
means and lIeisure—what we call a society 
person. The electric bulb, Inste&d of the 
unhealthy, smoky lamp; the six-day At- 
lantic steamship, instead of the seven-week 
fever-samitten sailing vessel; the 70,000-copy 
cylinder press, instead of the 100-per-hour 
hand press; the warm, bright electric cars, 
instead of the uncomfortable, sluggish, 
‘pneumonia stage; the automobile, instead of 
the balky or runaway horse—any of these 
stands to the credit of the inventor as a 
memorial which will keep his name ailive 
at least through the century now begun. 

But, strange to say, how few of these be- 
quests stand to the credit of society people 
—the very people who have the greatest 
facilities for producing and bestowing these 
favors on the public. They have ail the 
e“vantages of accurate education, of travel 
gather ideas and compile them, some 
wOoney and many friends to stand by them 
in an enterprise. 

Our society people are great travelers. [t 
is a trip to Egypt in winter, a trip to Alas- 
summer, and an occasional trip to 

aor Japan. Yet how very seldom do 

f these people sit down and write a 

© the public press describing their 

sen for the edification and pleasure 


There are two chief reasons for society's 
failure to do what irs extra privileges nat- 
urally call for. In the first place, many of 
ite members are such chronig imitators that 
they can only do what they see an exact 
counterpart of. And in the second place, 


: re _ hey have no time apart from their slavish 


routine. They are in a current of foibles 
which sweeps them along whether or not 
they wish to go. Instead of using their 
good fortune as an instrument of useful- 
ness and pleasure, fashion is using them— 
holding them absolute slaves. 

Some excuse themselves by saying that 
the public does not appreciate what the 
wealthy do for them. This if a wrong idea. 
The public does not appreciate personal 
hobbies, but objects that supply a want are 
gratefully received and treated with pro- 
found respect. It is not so much a heritage 
of money that our public needs. We are 
such a prosperous pedple that anybody of 
good sense can make money. What we 
need most is good ideas, the establishment 
of right relationships between man and 
man, a good example, something to steady 
us in life, giving people a chance to take 
care of themselves. 

To the person who thinks that the general 
public is not appreciative let me say that 
fashiou is decidedly a more pronounced in- 
grate. Fashion is a master that leaves no 
legacy—only mourners. 

Yes; society is cold-blooded. How many 
maiden ladies have we on our visiting lists 
who used to ent@rtain us when their fath- 
ers were alive, but who have become “re- 
duced,’’ and through no fault of their own? 
It has often been said—and with too much 
truth—that poverty is the only sin that 
fashion in this couvntry will not forgive. 

Now, how do wy. advise society and peo- 
ple of wealth to benefit the public? Shall 
they entirely give up their pleasures and 
devote their Hives to public welfare? No 
such impossible suggestion. What we do 
suggest is that each person, man or woman, 
in soctety have some definite object of use- 
fuliress in conjunction with their pleasures. 
They will enjoy their pleasures ten mes 
more. They will feel that they have earned 
them. The workingman enjoys the half 
holiday more than the man of all leisure. 

It is easy to eccount for so many society 
people at assemblages looking awfully 
bored. Their pleasures grow insipid. Some 
max say’it is difficult to find something 
definite to do, ~Not at all—not at all. Study 
the monuments of the community. Use 
your brains before your money. The ma- 
jority of socicty people are too free with 
their money, even in charities—probably 
with the idea that subscriptions release 
them of responsibility. But many subscrip- 
tions’ fail to reach the purpose for which 
you intended them.

ITHIN a few miles of St. Louis 
there has been made within the 
last few days a record in killing 

crows—2000 in a night. 

It ig» a record that will astonish every 
farmer and every sportsman, for they are 
familiar with the sagacity of the crow and 


, his perfect ability to look out for himselt. 


The Atwater Hunting Club at Atwater, 
Macoupin County, Ill., has made the record, 


‘It has outwitted, ambuscaded, enfiladed and 


well-nigh exterminated the cawing king of 


(the cornfields in the neighborhood of At- 


water. It has seemingly suggested a way 
in which farmers of the Mississippi valley 
may rid themselves of the most destruc- 
tive of farm pests. 

To say that the Atwater Club killed 2000 
crows in a night is not estonishing to peo- 
ple who know nothing about crows. The 
crow is the most intelligent of birds. He 
talks less than a parrot, but he can sadiy 
outdo the parrot in thinking. He is 2 superb 
thinker. He can reason like a sage. He be- 
longs to the raven family, and he is at 
once the black sheep and the smartest 
member of the flock. 

Farmers and hunters know.something of 
the intelligence of crows. They know there 
are no dull crows. They age.all very bright. 
They know there are no crows that see 
poorly, hear badly or confound a man and 
a mule or an umbrella and un. 

Ernest Seton Thompson, W is authority 
upon such things, says crows have a per- 
fect system of signals with which they 
warn each other. The ¢row, like many an- 
other bird, is in danger every minute, and 
he has reason to fix up a code of signals. 
Mr. Thompson says he has studied them 
carefully, and that he has learned that a 
crow means something every time he caws. 
In the course of studying their signals Mr. 
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Thompson stood out on a bridge where the 
crows of the neighborhood frequently 
passed. He found that by standing there 
with a gun he could provoke one number of 
caws from the passing crows; that by 
standing there with a stick he provoked 
another number of caws, and so on. The 
crows told each other plainly enough: ‘Man 
with gun,”’ ‘‘man without gun,’’ “‘man with 
stick—no gun.”’ #¥ery crow gave one of 
these signals as he approached, and those 
behind him .were warned.

N the summit of the great Blue Hills, 

() 10 miles south of Boston, 635 feet 

above the level of the sea, is -the 

Blue Hill ° Meteordlogical Observatory, 

maintained by A. Lawrence Rotch of this 

city as a station of the astronomical obser- 
vatory of Harvard University. 


~ 

The astronomical work done at Blue Hill 
Observatory has been notable and interest- 
ing—as well as very. costly—but to the popu- 
lar imagination the most interesting thing 
done at Blue Hill is the kite fiying—the 
exploration of the free air, as it is more 
scientifically called, by means of self-re- 
cording instruments attached to kites. 


In this the Blue Hill Observatory was 
the pioneer, and its methods have been 
widely adopted for meteorological observa- 
tion. Kites have been used for many years 
for sciefitine ‘purposes, as every one who 
reeallg Benjamin Franklin's famous experi- 
ment will know. In 1749, three years before 
that c@lebrated flight, two Scottish scien- 
tists had raised their thermometers into 
the clouds by the same means. 


During the first part of the nineteenth 
century the same use of kites for ascer- 
taining the temperature in the free air was 
meade by various European investigators; 
and, in 1840, Espy, in this country, em- 


ployed kites to verify his calculations of 
the height of clouds. | 

Modern kite flying for scientific purposes 
properly dates from 1883, when Douglas 
Archibald, in England, fastened to the 
kite wire. anemometers, which registered 
total—as distinguished from continuously 
recorded—wind movements, and so obtained 
differential measures of the wind velocity 
at heights up to 1200 feet. On Blue Hill 
itself, in 1885, Alexander McAdie, now of 
the United States weather bureau, repeated 
Franklin’s electrical experiment, using the 
modern electrometer instead of Franklin’s 
primitive key; and in 1891 and 1892 he meas- 
ured simultaneously the electric potential 
at the base of Blue Hill, on the hill, and, 
with kites as collectors, several hundred 
feet above the hill top. 

About the same time a German (Weber) 
made a more extensive use of kites to col- 
lect atmospheric electricity. 

But the man who popularized the scien- 
tific use of kites is Mr. William A. Eddy 
of Bayonne, N. J. He introduced the novel 
form which took the place, for scientists, 
of the common kite of childhood, and was 
perhaps the first to suggest the use of kites 
to obtain data for forecasting the weather. 

In August, 1894, Mr. Eddy, at the invita- 
tion of Mr. Rotch, brought his kites—which 
he was then flying tandem for the sake 
of greater steadiness and power—to 
Hill, and with them lifted a thermograph,

Next summer Mr. Eddy was back again 
in Boston to assist in further experiments 
at the Blue Hill Observatory, and at this 
time secured from his kites a number of 
the ‘‘birdseye’’. photographs which have 
Since become so well known. 

By this time the possibility of real scien- 
tifle results from kite flying was proved, 
but Mr. Rotch and his assistants have had 
many difficulties to overcome at- 
taining the present comparative perfection 
of the kite and the instruments attached 
to it. 

Sometimes these kites are lost, the steel 
wire breaking and the kites traveling 
the wind to every part of the great piain 
below. Sometimes they are recovered by 
the observers, but often they go so great 
a distance that they can be followed only 
through the telescope, and getting them 
back depends upon their return by some 
person who happens to find them when they 
light. 

Sometimes

HURCHMEN and laymen of Alton, 

Ill., are severely arraigning Rev. G. 

W. Shepherd, pastor of the First M.

, Of unusual meetings which began in Mr. 


Shepherd's church last Sunday afternoon. 
Ten days ago Mr. Shepherd announced 


| that he would have a series of men's meet- 
| ings at his -church on Sunday afternoons 
, and that the first of these meetings would 


be addressed by Police Magistrate B. C. 
Few. 

Nothing could have created a greater 
flutter of interest in Alton religious circles 
that a Sunday 
meeting at the First M. KE. 
Church would be addressed by Alton's po- 
dce magistrate, for Mr. Few is not a 
church-going man, and, so far as anyone 
in the community Knew, had never ex- 
pressed cither sympathy with church work- 
ere or interest in their work. 

His subject was announced to be ‘‘Men 
as Il Find Them.” 

When Mr. Few was introduced at the 
Church Sunday afternoon his audience of 
200 men included quite a number who had 
not been In church in years. Many of 
these were present through curiosity to 
know what the police magistrate would 
aay. 

Mr. Few talked some 15 or 20 minutes. He 
did nat aay a great deal of the inclinations 
or disinclinations of men to affiliate with 
the church. But he said a great deal about 
men. He considered them in their various 
vocations, In the various influences of their 
many environments, in their good and bad 
works. He said he had worked among them 
and felt that he knew them, and he de- 
clared his belief that his portrayal of them 
Was a true picture of the great body of 
mén from the viewpoint of a man with as 
many fauits as any of them. Mr. Few saw 
in the audience aman he knew to be an in- 
calculable distance from the church. He 


pointed him out and put him on common 
_ground with himself—fair

HE room in which I am now seated 
was the birthplace of “The Anglo- 
maniacs” in 1889.

Is it not 
wonderful, the great success these colonial 
stories are having? The first born of my 
literary family was the story of “A Little 
Centennial Lady,” published in 1876, written 
from the diary and letters of my great- 
aunt, a youthful neighbor and comrade of 
Gen. Washington. Then my “Son of the Old 
Dominion’ was another story of revolution- 
ary times. 

But the kind greeting awarded to “The 
\nglomaniacs,’”’ ‘‘Sweet Bel.gs Out of Tune.’ 
“A Bachelor Maid” and *“‘“Good Americans” 
showed the interest of the public in these 
stories of everyday modern life in our me- 
.ropolis, which, whether or not deservedly, 
is looked to from all parts of the country 
iS a center of example in social observance 
if the more conventional sort. 1 tried to 
represent men and women as not the mere 
lolls of fashion outsiders would suppose 
.hem, as possessed of the same elemental 
impulses and instincts as their brethren had 
sisters less favored by fortune than them- 
‘elves, as, whatever their environments, 
shaping their own lives according to the 
‘ternal laws of love and humanity. This 
nas led to a preference on the part of ed- 
.tors and publishers that my stories retain 
i flavor of the so-called “society novel,’ 
without the ‘‘problems.’’

Velocity of Light. 

The first attempt to measure the velocity of light 
was made in 1849. In 1862 a more careful and exz- 
tremely elaborate experiment was made by the same 
scientist with the co-operation of another, both bee 
ing Frenchmen, vhereby the velocity of light was 
found to be ‘185,157 miles per second. This result 
seemed 80 startling that American scientists at-

were in each article. Meat constituted 15 
percent of the edibles, and sugar actually 
12% per cent. It is found that even working 
moderately the food must furnish to the 
average girl 34 ounces of muscle and blood- 
making material, and enough fuel to repre- 
sent 2800 calorics. A caloric is the amount 
of heat required to raise’the temperature 
of one centimeter of water one degree. The 
principal fuel materials are sugar, starch 
and fat. 

Each girl obtained on an average every 
day from a diet costing only 14 cents a day, 
1 1-10 ounces of protein, which is the stuff 
that makes blood and muscle—from the anl- 
mal food she ate, and 11-16 ounces more 
from her vegetable diet. She got 31-13 
ounces of- fat from the animal food, and 
about one-sixth of an ounce from the veg- 
etable food, besides 12% ounces of starch 
and sugar. The fuel energy from the animal 
food was 1025 calorics—2661 calorics alto- 
gether. Arduous work, of course, caused 
the demand for protein and fuel material 
to rise.

Pearl Fisher With 30 Years’ Ex-

RANK H. BOURNE of La Pag, Mex., 
- who Is visiting here, has been a pearl 
fisher for 30 years, and has handled 
$8,400,000 worth of pearls. He is manager of 
the Lower California Pearl Co., the largest 
pearl fishing institution in the world. His 
account of the place and the fisheries is 
full of information.

HERE are no accurate records of the 
i pearls taken out by the enslaved 
fishers in and about La Paz, for the 
Spanish down to 1821, when Mexico won her 
freedom from Spain, but there can be little 
doubt that in the 270 years of Spanish op- 
pression fully $60,000,000 worth of pearls were 
sent from La Paz to Spain. 

“The magnificent pearls which ornament 
the crown of Spain were found in ‘oyster 
shells in the Gulf of California. 

“They used to find a pearl of a soft, del- 
icate bluish tinge in the waters of the 
gulf about Hermosillo, Mex., and these 
are the rarest pearls ever known. There 
were a few of these in the diadems of the 
kingdom of France, and the royal jewels 
of Spain include a dozen. The diver who 
found two or three of these bluish pearls, 
weighing 40 or more Karats, nowadays 
would get a bonus of at least $10,000 from 
our company, and we should make a small 
fortune besides. 

“A few years ago the value 
taken in at La Paz caused a rush to the 
ground equaling that to the gold fields. One 
pearl weighed 75 Karats, and was sold for 
$14,000; another, perfect in shape and finely 
tinted, weighing 47 karats, brought $5000: 

“One of the largest pearls found here in 
the last century brought $50,000. One of the 
best years for pearls in modern times was 
1881, in which a black pearl was found of 
° karats weight, which brought $10,000 in 
Paris. In 1882 two were found, weighing 31 
and 45 karats, which realized $11,000. In 
1883 a light-brown pearl was found: which

weighed 6 karats and sold for $8000, while 
a@ pear-shaped spotted pearl brought $7500, 

‘‘To illustrate how the natives are cheated 
even today, one man found In Guatemala a 
pear-shaped white pearl of great luster 
which he sold for $10 to a merchant, who in 
turn sold it in Paris for $5500. Last Jimhe 
an ignorant Mexican, who had been diving 
on his own account, brought two rough 
pearls to a clerk in a general merchandise 
store, The clerk gave groceries and fab- 
rics to the value of $16 for the pearls and a 
week later sold them to our company for 
3600. The gems are now in London, where 
they are easily worth $3000 to $3500. 

“On the other hand, in the spring of 1896 
a boy 15 years old found an oyster that 
concealed a jew ow offered for sale in 
Paris for $10,000: He received $4000 for it 
from a negro speculator named Justiana 
at Guaymas. The latter took it to Pana- 
ma and sold it to Felix Ehrman, the bank- 


er, for a considerable advance on that 
price, 


“One of the best pearls of late years has 
been called the Cleopatra. It was perfect, 
weighed 36 karats and sold for $10,000, 

Pearls are divided into eight or nine 
Classes, the lowest grade being merely im- 
perfect and rough pieces; the highest are 
large and symmetrica] and range in price 
from $350 to $1000, and from pure white with 
a rich luster to black and metallic hues and 
pink, 


“Formerly we sent pearis to London and 
Germany, as well as to Paris, but now the 
demand seems to be greatest at Paris, and, 
altogether, we can do better there than 
anywhere else. The strange thing to me is 
that Americans place a higher value on 
the pearls after they have been to Paris. 
They could really buy them cheaper at 
home, if they only chose to. 

“A teacupful of pearls and about 3500 tons 
of shells is a profitable year for us. The 
Shells are sold to buyers, who come from 
French, Dutch and New England button 
factories. One firm at Brussels has a stand- 
ing order with us for 2000 tons of mollusk 
shells of certain variety each year. A tea- 
cupful of pearls of the average size, color, 
and shape is worth nowadays from $140,000 
to $190,000. But in such a quantity of gems 
there will very likely be a dozen or twenty 
pearls of extra fine color and rare size, so 
that the value of the season’s work is ne- 
hanced $20,000 to $30,000. 

“The colors of the pearls found in the Gulf 
of California are white, blue, black and

green, and the best are worth from $1000 to 
$4000 each. The finest pear! found is a black 
pearl of 17 karats weight. The green and 
blue pearis are not found anywhere except 
along the Lower Califofnia shores. The 
black and white pearls are found in all the 
fisheries of the world. 

“A black pearl in the Napoleonic regalia 
came from La Paz, and its history may be 
traced back to the day when a Mexican 
peon brought In a shell to the mill- 
tary headquarters at La Paz. It was valued 
at Madrid at a sum equal in our money to 
$25,000, and was presented to the French 
government in 1863, along with other jewels. 

The Gulf of California is noted for its 
fancy pearls—that is, the colored, and ¢s- 
pecially the black ones. There is a collec- 
tion of pearls in this state that shows 
them of all colors, from pure white to 
peacock green, and from perfect spheres to 
pear and other shapes, 

“One of the finest pearl necklaces ever 
seen was owned by the Empress Eugenie, 
It was composed of M0 pearis of the first 
quality, At that time it was valued at 
$150,000, » 

“The pearl-fishing season along the inner 
shore of Lower California usually lasts 
through July, August, September and Oeto- 
ber. The season on the Pacific coast side of 
Mexico and Central America usually begins 
in March and closes when the season of 
sudden whirlwinds and hurricanes, so com- 
mon in the tropics, begins in June, 

“A pearl hunter goes through each oyster 
carefully, feeling for the precious peart, 
which is a great rarity, as in opening « ton 
of shelis he will find only about one hun- 
dred seed pearls, and seldom one as large 
as a pea. 

The pearl is formed either by the in- 
trusion of some particle that trritates the 
oyster, causing it to cover the irritant with 
a coat of nacre, which, when hardened, be- 
comes the pearl, or as many divers believe, 
by a parasite, for it has been found that old 
shells bored throughout by these parasites 
contain the largest and finest pearis. The 
pearl {ts found embedded inf the oyster, and 
not, aS many suppose, attached to the 
shell. 

‘The pearl oysters are not found tn beds, 
like our edible oysters, but are scattered 
singly over a large area, the diver some- 
times having to walk many miles before 
filling his bag. The shells are about the 
size of small soup plates, weighing a pound 
each, and shaped much like our oyster 
shell, only rounder.”’

HE official” alphabet of the United 
States is in the hands of District At- 
torney John B. Merrill of Queens 
County. | 

It is in cipher and the key which makes 
the reading of it plain has also been se- 
cured. 7 

The credit for obtaining this system by 
which crooks correspond with each other is 
due to Detective John Butler of the police 
department, who is detailed to the office of 
Mr. Merrill. 

Concerning the alphabet, which is safely 
guarded, Mr. Merrill says: ‘‘This discovery 
I look upon as one of the greatest ever 
made by an officer, It has placed in our 
hands the power to decipher much that is 
being written from one prison to another, 
and I will see that the wardens cf all penal 
institutions have a copy." 

The cipher is so arranged that a long 
message can be written upon a piece of 
box and it 
appearance 


cardboard or upon a cigarette 


would not attract attention, In 
it resembles stenography. 

Detective Butler first saw the marks upon 
a cigarette box and a calendar which were 
sent to William Carroll, a desperate bur- 
giar now a prisoner in the Queens County 
| 

These marks aroused the suspicion of Mr. 
Butler. In the end they showed an exten- 
sive plan at prison delivery which would 
begin in Queens County and extend to Sing 
Sing, Auburn, Elmira and Dannemora pris- 
ons, where several members of a well- 
known gang are incarcerated. 

Mrs. Roger Colbert, a pretty young wom- 
an of 616 East Fourteenth street, Manhat- 
tan, participated in the attempted jali de- 
livery and was caught in a veat trap by De- 
tective Butler. Her letters to her husband 
were all marked with the scratcnings which 
gave her husband secret knowledge that 
an attempt would be made to get him cut 
of jail. 


PRISON 


DISCOVERED BY WARDEN 
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William Carroll, alias Sweeney, alias 
Warren, a desperate burglar, who has done 
time in Dannemora and Sing Bing, was the 
first of the gang to be caught. He was cap- 
tured raiding a saloon in Long Island City, 
and after a stiff fight was locked up In the 
Long Island City jail. Immediately after 
the incarceration of Carroll he commenced 
to receive picture cards and calendars and 
cigarettes packed in boxes marked with 
ili-drawn lines, 

Nothing was thought of them until De- 
tective Butler noticed that everything that 
went to Carroll was so marked. He saved 
the boxes. One day Roger Colbert and 
Thomas Balla called to see Carroll. While 
in the jail they attempted to slip two fine 
saws to the prisoner and were caught. Then 
a strict watch was kept on the prisoners. 
The two men were locked up aad a close 
watch kept on all of them. 

In a few days a registered letter came to 
the jail for Colbert, It was signed ‘‘John’’ 
and contained the alphabet and cipher. 

This is the part of the letter which gave 
the key to the cipher by which the plot was 
exposed; 

“Our cipher, I guess, you have seen al- 
ready, as I corresponded with you and 
Garry in Dannemora, You know it is 
founded on the numerals 1 to 0. ‘1'his is the 
figure (shown in the drawing). It is done 
in ten different motions which represent 1 
to 0. For instance, the up stroke across the 
blue water-line on the left of the figure is 
the first motion and means 1, To differen- 
tiate between 1 and 3 you will interpret one 
by a side line showing it to be on the left 
side and 8 by lines showing it to be on the 
right side. 

‘There are only 26 letters and these are 
represented by numerals, After each word 
place a little circle. I will now put down 
numbers, Jetters and ciphers from 1 to 2 
and A to Z with the cipher to correspond 
on third page.”’ 

“This letter showed District Attorney 
Merri! that an extensive plan at prison de- 
livery was-under way. Detective Butler dis- 
covered that John Buckley and Mrs, Roger 
Colbert were in the plot, lie iaid a trap for 
the woman and had ier visit the Queens 
County jail with the vrother of Koger Col- 
bert. They were arrested and confesscd that 
Buckley had written the letter He was 
traced by Butler to 623 Kast Sixteenth 
street and there was taken prisoner at the 
point of the pistol. 

The plan of Buckley, who had received 
word that friends of his were in prisen in 
Sing Sing, Dannemora and El mira,was that 
the men in jail in Long Isjand City should 
secure their freedom and then liberate their 
friends in the other prisons. 

All of this had been communicated in 
scratchifgs on boxes and pictures, and 
could be easily read by the district attor- 
rey when he once secured the key to the 
cipher code. All the men have done time in 
various prisons and are known as allround 
crooks. 

“This code,’’ said Mr. Merrill yesterday, 
“lays bare the secret means of communica- 
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their cells correspond with these figures 
and drawings and that in this way they can 
communicate from cell to cell,’ 

Butler, who secured the code, is a shrewd 
officer, noted for having broken up a gang 
of burglars, who were looting suburban 
houses in Jamaica and a gang of horse- 
thieves that infested Queens County.

I ever had anything to do with. I also 
understand that none but high-grade 
thieves and confidence men use the codes. 
Curtis, Munson and Davenport had victim- 
ised Frank Kramer, 3613 Manchester avenue, 
out of $160, on what is known as the bogus 
officer game. Munson and Davenport en- 
gaged Kramer in the old lock game and 
Curtis, who played the officer, arrested the 
three for gambling on the highway. Mun- 
son and Davenport handed over to the 
“officer” $200 each which was for bonds and 
Kramer was induced to go home and bor- 
row $50 to add to the $110 he had with him. 
This he gave to Curtis. 

We arrested the three men in their room 
on Olive street and found together with a 
kit of fine burglar tools, this ‘‘gun code.”

it is suggested in favor of this method of 
communication that the Chinese language is 
almost the one language of today which is 
neither changing nor change; 
that it is written today almost exactly as it 
was 2000 years before the coming of Christ. 
Comparing the Chinese with the English 
language, it has changed since the time of 
Chaucer until the ordinary reader finds it 
a task to pick his way to the meaning of 
phrases and combinations that were per- 
fectly intelligible two centuries ago. Re- 
search shows that while modern languages, 
that are al! phonetic, undergo perceptible 
changes every century, Chinese, which is 
the only truly symbolic language surviving, 
is also the only language incapable of be-

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TABLET to the memory of Pontiac, 
A of historic fame, wag unveiled last 

Tuesday by the St. Louis Chapter of 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
The tablet hangs in a hall.of the South- 
ern Hotel, within a few feet of the spot 
where the famous Indian was buried. 

There have been some famous men among 
the American Indians. Pontiac was one of 
these. He heads the list of names in which 
are those of King Phillip of the Wampa- 
naogs, Black Hawk of the Sae¢e and Fox, 
Sitting Bull of the Sioux and Geronimo of 
the Apaches. 

Pontiac was an Ottawa, chief of one of 
the numerous tribes which originally lived 
upon the shores of the great lakes. He was 
a truly remarkable Indian. He combined 
with the statecraft of Black Hawk the 
fighting qualities of Sitting Bull and the 
cruelties of Geronimo. Bishop Daniel 5S. 
Tuttle, in the course of his address at the 
unveiling of the tablet, said of him: 

“We come not to bury Pontiac nor to 
praise him. He was a savage and the son 
of a savage. While we respect the old in- 
junction to speak no ill of the dead, truth 
compels us to admit and state that Pon- 
tiac embraced in his character all the ele- 
ments of human weakness, qualified. His 
sagacity was the cunning of the savage. 
His intrepidity was strongly tainted with 
vanity, and his life ran easily along the 
current of self-indulgence, which found its 
culmination in a riot of drunken boister- 
/ousness. It is unfair to say he had no claim 
‘to any of the virtues. The four cardinal 


temperance. To the first and last of these 
Pontiac, in any light of history, could not 
lay claim. In fortitude and prudence, he had 
a standing. Fortitude simply means deter- 
mined resolution, followed by patient ard 
firm endurance in the fulfillment of resvlu- 
tions. This virtue Pontiac had in an em- 
phasized form. All his life was filled with 
a strenuous effort to drive back the Eng- 
lish who were making inroads upon the In- 
dian possessions. He hated the Eng:ish with 
a bitter, vindictive hate, while he was 
friendly toward the French. Prudence is 
but another term for foresight, and this 
Pontiac possessed. He saw in the persistent, 
Stubborn efforts of the English a deter- 
mination to overrun the country. He met 
this by an organization of all the Indians 
west of the Alleghenies into an army of 
defense, and fought stubbornly every on- 
ward step of the English. In this work of 
organization and inspiring of his forces he 
rose almost to the heights of statesman- 
ship, and around his head rightly belongs 
the halo of patriotism. He gave his efforts, 
his life, for the protection of his country.” 

Pontiac's plan to save the country for 
the Indian is without a parallel in Indian 
history. In 1762-3 he organized 47 different 
tribes apd villages of Indians, who, upon 
a given day, were to rise and crush the 
English. Pontiac himself undertook the 
capture of Fort Detroit. But he was be- 
trayed by an Ojibway girl in love with Maj. 
Gladwyn, the English comander, and failed 
to capture the post. In the course of his

product. The only ones of importance 
'which are found in Europe are Russian 8a- 
ble, ermine, silver fox and mink. Persian 
‘lamb comes, as its name indicates, from 
| the Orient, as do also the astrakhans. No 
‘furs are obtained in England, France or 
Switzerland. A few baum martens and co- 
'neys (the latter the old English name for 
| rabbits) are obtained in Germany. Seal, 
| Hudson Bay sable, otter, mink, beaver, 
fisher, lynx, every kind of fox, and bear 
and wolverine are all at their best in Amer- 
ica. 

Russian sable, otter -and seal skins are 
the most valuable furs and are always, he- 
cause of their durable qualities, a good in- 
vestment, sable, after 30 years of wear, stiil 
showing the luster for which it is famous. 

More depends upon the care given to furs 
| while they are not in use than upon the 
actual wear, the heat drom the body render- 
ing them soft and pliable and in that way 
acting as a preservative. 

The best sable was originally retained for 
the exclusive use of the Czar’s family, and 
the very dark skins are consequently 
known as “imperial sable, Some‘ of the 
Hudson Bay sable is dark and richyand su 
much like the Russian that only an expert 
can detect it. The light skins of both the 
Russian and Hudson Bay are colored in a 
skillful manner and are often sold for the 
natural skins, but they lose their color 
rapidly. 

The stone marten is a relative of the sa- 
ble, and is found in the mountains of 
Greece, Valentia and adjacent countries. 
The fitch, which is used largely in’ Europe 


for coat linings, is am ther member of the 
same family. |

The mink is larger than the weasel,but re- 
sembles it in shape and movements. The 
finest skins come from Labrador and the 
northern part of Canada, those of more 
southerly sections being of a lighter hue. 
The skin of the mink is used as a totem by 
the jndians. It is said that the little animal 
is easily tamed and becomes much attached 
to human friends. 

The skunk, which Is known to commerce 
as the black marten, or Alaska sable, pro- 
duces the best and most durable medium 
priced fur in the market. In this, as in 
other animals, the darkest skins are most 
valuable. 

Chinchilla, the most delicate and exquisite 
fur in the worid, ta obtained in South 
America. The little animal which wears 
it, and which resembles a liliputian kanga- 
roo because of its extremely long hind lega, 
is found tn great numbers between the hills 
of Chill and Bolivia. To ite strict vegetarian 
diet, for its food consists almost entirely 
of bulbous roots, is ascribed the silky tex- 
ture of its fur. 

The most rare and costly of fox fur is the 
silver fox, and, although it is found on 
both continents not more than two thou- 
sand skins are procured annually. The 
cross fox ranks next in value, the darkest 
skins of which can hardly be told from the 
lightest ones of the sliver fox. The bedutifui 
brush and rich color of the red fox make 
it popular always. The fur of the blue fox, 
which is of a purplish slate color, is ob- 
tained in Greenland, Labrador and the 
Alaska Islands. Only In the frozen regions

The 
area south of Kansas City comprises the 
section in which the famous big red apples 
grow. 

‘Several conditions go to make this area 
so highly productive. It possesses, in a 
great, degree, the soil and climate requisite 
for the production of apples in their great- 
est perfection. The soil differs very ma- 
terlally from that adjoining either side, 
being decidedly more productive and re- 
ceiving a greater rainfall. This soil, known 


as loess, is a rich loam deposited to a great 
depth during the glacial period. The rain- 


fall is 10 per cent more abundant in this 
territory than beyond its confines, the at- 
mosphere is drier and the winds more se- 
vere. All these conditions, it is said, are 
conducive to the successful growing of ap- 
ples. 

In the counties surrounding Leavenworth 
there are numbers of large orchards, the 
products of which are sent to that city to 
be packed for market or placed in storage. 
In Leavenworth is an immense cold-storage 
warehouse, in which considerable of the 
crop each year is.placed, there to be Kept 
until the fruit can be disposed of to the 
best advantage. Buyers congregate there 
in numbers: from difierent parts of the 
country when the season is at its height, 
and make the town a lively place for the 
time being. Their purchases are to supply 
consumers all over the world. Instead of 
waiting until the apples have been picked 
and packed, many buyers go, direct to the 
orchards, where they bid for the crop as it 
Stands on the trees. They are excelient 
judges of the value and quantity of fruit 
on the trees and are able to do as we'!l, if 
not better, than by waiting until the 
ples reach town. 

Nothing has been of more benefit in late 
years to the fruit growers especially, than 
nla Storage, or mechanical refrigeration, 
which arrests fermentation and decay and 
prolongs the life and keeping qualities ol 
the appies. App.es may be Kept in coid stor- 
age for nine months and put on the market 
in good condition. It is not so many years 
since the farmer and fruit grower, in order 
to preserve his fresh fruit or other producis 
for future use or a better market, depended 
solely on cellars, caves and underground 
grottos. At the best, owing to the changes 
in weather which affeeted the tempera- 
dre in those places, these expedients were 
not always succesful. Now, by the use of 
costly machinery, anhydrous ammonia is

forced through pipes running into the stor- 


age rooms, where the temperature is low- 
ered to the desired degree of frigidity.

FRANKFORT, Jan. 26.

Post-Dispatch. 

TT death of Baron Wilhelm Karl Von 
Rothschild, head of his great firm, 
revives interest in the greatest fami- 

ily of money kings the world has even seen. 

The dead baron was a grandson of the 
founder of the house. He was a cousin of 
Lord Rothschild and of Baron Leopold 
Rothschild, who manage the London 
branch; of Baron Alphonse and Baron Gus- 
tave de Rothschild, the directors of the 
Paris branch, and of Baron Adelbert Von 
Rothschild, the head of the Vienna house. 
He was a son of Karl Rothschild, who 
founded the Naples house, and on his death 
in his seventy-third year he left a fortune 
of $40,000,000. 

The combined capital of the great family 
he represented is estimated at $2,000,000, 000. 
They are the only family of billionaires in 
the world. Cabinets consult them. 

The family is comparatively young. The 
‘Astors had commenced to pile up wealth 
10 years before the Rothschilds had been 
heard of. Yet in the race for wealth the 
latter have outstripped the Astors by leaps 
and bounds.

About the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
/tury a Jew opened_a dingy little shop at 
62 Judengasse, Frankfort. Here he carried 
on @ small trade in old coins and curiosities. 
He was regarded more as a chattel than a 
man. Even the small dignity of a full name 
he could not claim. He was known simply 
as Anselm. The Judengasse was the Jew- 
ish quarter of Frankfort. 

Persecution had driven the ancestors ot 
the Frankfort Jews from Palestine and 
Spain. Charles IV in 1349 needed money, So 
for $400,000 he mortgaged his Jews to Frank- 
fort. The $400,000 was never repaid. And to 
the utter disgust of the Frankfort City 
Council it was forced to keep the Jews. 

On the outskirts of the town there was 
an ill-smelling swamp, and here the human 
pawns were compelled to herd. The city ex- 
acted from them a portion of their earn- 
ings. 

Henoe the man who lived at No. 52 was 
‘called: Anselm. But on account of the sign 
“over the door No. 62 was known as “‘the 
house of the red shield,’’ and the man who 
owned the shop was called ‘‘Anselm of the 
red shield,”’ or Yon Rothschild. 

Anselm had a son who was called Mayer 
Anselm. When his father died he continued 
the business and became prosperous. But 
his fame was local until he met the Land- 
grave of Hesse, who sent for him one day 
to make some purchases. When he arrived 
the Landgrave was playing chess. Anselm 
stood by watching the game. The Land- 
grave was checked. 

“How would you get out of this diffi- 
culty?’’ said’ he, turning to the Jew. 

The ‘latter suggested a move which the 
Landgrave accepted and won the game. 
Tt was this Landgrave who had sent 16,500 

Hessian soldiers to America to fight for 

George III. For this he received a large 

sum: When, a few years before the end of 

the eigtiteenth century, Napoleon invaded 

e Landgrave’s territory, the latter gave 
,000,000 thalers to Anselm for safe-keeping. 

ne story goes that Anselm hid the money 
in’ his well. The army of Napoleon came

looked the Landgrave’s wealth. 

When the soldiers had passed on Anselm 
loaded the money on a donkey's back and 
took it to London, where his son Nathan 
had opened a house. There father and son 
speculated in English and German securi- 
ties depressed by the war. When the, Land- 
grave returned nine years later his wealth 
had quadrupled. Anselm returned it to him 
with interest at 5 per cent. Rothschild m 
nine years had with the Lindgrave’s money 
made for the house $5,000,600. 

Anselm died ir 1812. He 
Mayer Anselm, Nathan, 
and Karl. 

Nathan brought the second great .acces- 
sion of wealth to the house. He had ope- 
rated in stocks on the London Exchange, 
where, by the use of carrier pigeons and 
other methods of getting first news, he had 
been successful in many deals. At Waterloo 
he followed Wellington’s army, and re- 
mained on the firing line until Napoleon 
was deefated. 

Then he galloped to Brussels, where a 
carriage was in waiting to rush him to the 
coast. All night he raced madly over the

muddy Belgian roads. At daybreak’ he ar- 
rived at Ostend. A storm was raging. He 
besought the boatmen to take him across 
the channel. They refused. He persisted. 
“Five hundred dollars,” he cried, ‘‘to the 
man who takes me across.”’ 

At length a boatman was found. Twelve 
hours later the money king landed at Do- 
ver. Relays of swift horses brought him to 
London, where he appeared next morning 
on ‘change. 

Hie answered those who questioned him 
evasively. Then he began to sell. Instant- 
ly the market slumped. But the emperor 
of finance had. agents buying with every 
available penny their principal could scrape 
together, Forty-eight hours later, when the 
news of Waterloo reached London, Nathan 
Rothschild had made $6,000,000. 

For 20 vears the banking house was-the 
intermediary of almost every royal loan in 
Europe. Before 1830 it had placed loans ag- 
gregating $6,000,000,000. For Great Britain it 
raised more than $1,000,000,000; for Austria, 
250,000,000; for Prussia, $200,000,000; for Italy, 
$300,000,000; for Russia, $125,000,000; for Bra- 
zil, $70,000,000, and for various . smaller 
States $3,000,000,000 more. 


_ AMERICAN WOMAN SAW VICTORIA CROWNED

RS. HENRY Hoyt, 92 
granddaughter of Lady Katherine 
Duer, the famous belle of Colonial 
New York, is the only person now living in 
New York who, as a specially invited 
guest, witnessed the coronation of Queen 
victoria in Westminster Abbey June 28, 
1838. 
Mrg. Hoyt had seen a decade more of life 
“than Victoria when the girl of 19 was 
crowned. The young New York matron 
(Mrs. Hoyt had been married two years in 
1838). came of a family with aristocratic 
connections in England as well as here. 
This made it possibie for Mr. Stevenson 
of. Virginia, the American minister at the 
Court of St. James, to procure cards of in- 
vitation for Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt for the 
_ coronation ceremony. 
The cards are still treasured by Mrs. 
‘ Hoyt. They are large squares of yellow 
cardboard and are numbered 289 and 291. 
The cards of yellow signified that their 
seats were in the north transept. Cards of 
various colors gave their bearers seats in 
different sections of the edifice. 
‘Following is Mrs. Hoyt’s account of the 
ceremony:

The last of the five sons of Anselm died 
in 1868, but their descendants are today as 
powerful as were their ancestors. 

Their wealth is scattered all over the 
earth. Shrewd Wall street men place the 
amount of the Rothschilds’ investments in 
America at $1,000,000,000. 

The amount of American railroad stocks 
in the market is estimated at $9,000,000,000. 
Twenty-five per cent of that is held abroad. 
Of the latter amount the Rothschilds con- 
trol a large proportion. Their holdings of 
Union Pac.fic are large. In 189 they bought 
one-quarter of the Anaconda Copper Min- 
ing Co. for $7,500,000. Later, in 1897, they 
bought the remainder, their entire invest- 
ment in Anaconda being $34,500,000. 

In the same year they bought the Tom 
Boy mine in Colorado for $1,500,000. They 
have large holdings in the coal and iron 
lands of the South, while their interests in 
Rochester, St. Louls and Cincinnati brew- 
eries are large enough to be controlling. 

It is because of their tremendous loans to 
the governments of the world that the 
heads of the family are looked up to as 
Statesmen even as much as they are re- 
garded as financiers. Thus, when France 
and England were on the verge of war over 
the Fashoda affair, Baron Alphonse de 
Rothschild strongly influenced France to 
withdraw Marchand. He pointed out that 
financial ruin would visit the French people 
if the English securities held by them were 
to depreciate in value. At the same time 
Lord Rothschild, in London, exerted all his 
influence in favor of peace. 


The great house is ever alert. Witness its 
shrewd fihanciering in 1891, when, by bid- 
ding higher than the Bank of England, they 
got the greater part of the American gold 
shipments of that year away from. the 
financial bulwark of the English nation. 

The Rothschilds, in undertaking to float 
a loan of $150,000,000 for Russia, had agreed 
to take the bonds and pay for them. That 
meant that if they could not dispose of 
them they would have to keep them them- 
selves. For a time they had to carry $50,000, - 
000 bonds. Not having enough gold in their 
vaults, they looked to America. 

At the same time the Bank of England's 
reserve had run down. To replenish it they, 
too, called on America. But the bank had 
to announce the price it was paying for 
American eagles. The Rothschilds could 
buy privately. They did so, offering a price 
a shade higher than the bank. 

It is in times of disaster that the great- 
ness of the house seems most apparent. 
The revolution of 1848, which drove Louis 
Philippe fro mthe throne, cost the family in 
six months $60,000,000. But when the Second 
Empire had begun they had recouped their 
losses. In 1870 they again lost millions 


through their confidence in the success olf | 


France over Germany. So in 1898 they lost 
heavily a8 a result of the Spanish-American 
war. But the great house surges on. A re- 
turn of only 3 per cent on their capital 
would yield $60,000,000 a year. 

In 1820 the Emperor of Austria made the 
five sons- of Anselm Rothschild barons. 
Since then their status in every European 
country has been of the highest. Today the

King Edward VII of England is only 5 
feet 6 inches in height. 
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President William McKinley of the Unit- 
ed States is small—only 5/feet' 7 inches. 

Emperor William of Germany is so small 
that he wears high. hats and thick-soled 
shoes when he walks and uses an especial- 
ly high saddle when he rides to give the 
impression of height. 

King George of Greece? like the royalty 
of Germany and Great Britain, te whom he 
is closély related, is of small stature. 

The Sultan of Turkey is of less than av- 
erage height. 

The Czar of Russia, contrary to the pop- 
ular conception of Russian characteristics, 
is hardly larger than his royal neighbor, 
Willlam of Germany. 

King Oscar of Norway and Sweden is of 
medium height. 

Photographs of President Diaz of Mex- 
ico give the fmpression of considerable 
size, yet his height is only 5 feet 8 inches.

5 feet 8 inches in- height. 

So solicitous were the Czar and Czarina 
of Russia concerning the health of theit 
son Nicholas, the present Czar, that when 
he was heir apparent to the throne théy
